HOW  TO  FEED  STARTING  FEED— Don’t  feed  baby 
chicks  until  at  least  48  hours  old.  Just  before  the  chick  hatches 
out,  it  takes  into  its  system  the  yolk  of  the  egg,  which  Nature 
provides  for  nourishment  the  first  two  or  three  days.  Giving 
other  feed  before  the  yolk  is  digested  causes  much  of  the  bowel 
trouble  that  means  big  losses. 

After  chicks  are  48  hours  old,  spread  CONKEY’S  BUTTER- 
MILK STARTING  FEED,  dry,  just  as  it  comes  from  the  bag, 
on  a newspaper  or  feeding  board.  To  insure  that  every  chick 
learns  to  eat,  watch  the  first  few  feedings.  A little  coaxing  by 
tapping  on  the  paper  or  board  will  usually  induce  them  to  peck 
at  the  feed — a taste  is  all  that  is  needed  to  finish  the  lesson. 

After  ten  minutes  remove  the  feed.  Repeat  feeding  every 
two  hours  for  first  day  that  you  feed  the  chicks,  then  begin 
feeding  them  four  times  a day,  giving  the  little  fellows  all  they 
will  clean  up  in  ten  or  fifteen  minutes. 

After  the  sixth  day  place  feed  in  THE  CONKE Y-NORWICH

Have  enough  hopper  space  to  allow  two-thirds  of  the  chicks  to 
eat  at  one  time.  Keep  the  mash  constantly  before  the  chicks 
until  they  are  eight  weeks  old,  at  which  time  begin  gradually 
shifting  to  CONKEY’S  BUTTERMILK  GROWING  MASH. 

GRIT — Give  the  chicks  fine  grit  as  soon  as  they  will  pick  it 
up.

HOW  TO  FEED  CHICK  GRAINS— After  the  chicks  are 
three  weeks  old,  begin  giving  them  two  feedings  a day  of  CON-
